‘The Con 
servatives had found fault with the 
time of expiry of company hail insur- 
ance policies but that the fact was 
that neither the farmer or the com- 
panies expected that they (the farm: 
ers) would be hailed out after the date 
mentioned, and that anyway he 
thought steps would 
change this. He then took up the 
question of bonded indebtedness of 
the province which he stated was only 
$14,400,000 and that for this amount 
the government had a good deal to 
show for the same in roads, bridges 
and. telephones.

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THE HUMAN PRESIDENT 


WOODROW WILSON BREAKS 
AWAY FROM CUSTOM 


- 


The First American Executive for 
More than a Century to Appear Be- 
fore Houses of Congresa—Received 
an Ovation, and His Appearance 
Aroused Tense Interest. 


Washington.— President Woodrow 
Wilson bridged the gap that for over 
a century has separated the pilot of 
public business and the executive and 
legislative branches of the two gov- 
erninents of the United States. 

Not as a cog in a machine, not as 
un impersonal political entity, nor as 
a@ incre department of government, but 
as the human president, he went to 


congress to speak ubout the. tariff. | 


Standing before the Senate and House 
of Representatives in joint session, as 
no other president had one for more 
than a hundred and twelve years, Pre- 


sident Wilson stated simply and*terse- | 


ly what he thought should be done for 
the: Welfare of the country, and asked 
his legislative c !!eagues, man to man, 
to aid in keepg the pledges of their 
parts. 

With a sweep of decision that shat- 
tered precedent, the President brushed 
aside all imaginary boundaries be- 
tween congress and the executive of- 
fice, and rescued himself as he ex- 
pressed it, from that isolated island 
of jealous authority which the presi- 
dency had come to be regarded. 

Congress had prepared for a cere- 
mony of unusual importance, and such 
it was; yet when President Wilson 
arrived in the midst of the great as- 
xemblage, riding through throngs of 
cheering people in the streets, and 
later looking up Into galleries crowded 
with privileged ticket-holders, he 
secmed after all, what he said he was, 
a human being tryins to co-operate 
with other human beings in a common 
Bervice. 

When the much-heralded incident. 
was aver. Congress seemed pleased 
and the President was delighted. He 
expressed himself to-friends as im- 
pressed with the dignity of the occas- 
fon, and some of his confidants later 
said that he left the Capitol gregtly 
relieved, to think that, after all, his 
precedent-smashing had not been such 
a cataclysm as older heads had pre- 
dicted.

Ambassadors from many lands were in 
the audience, members of the cabinet 
were there, aud all the. people who 
possibly could get in were present to 
witness the proveedings. 

The president, escorted by Senator 
Bacon, bowed acknowledgement to the 
applause, and mounted the Sreaker'’s 
stand to the journal clerk’s desk, di- 
rectly In front of the Speaker._ 

With a smile, as he began to speak, 


the president told his hearers why he. 


had come. He said he was glad to 
verify for himself the impression that 
the president of the United States 
was a rson. He was speaking in 
an ordMary tone of voice, just as 
though he were talking to a Senator 
in his offce. The crowded chamber 
was hushed after the momentary 
thrille of conversation upon his en- 
trance had ebbed away. Ewery eye 
‘was fixed upon him as he spoke, and 
it was instantly apparer{! that he 
aroused the keenest interest. 

As the president proceeded with his 
preliminary statlement, averring that 
he was not a mete department of gov- 
ernment, but human, and ¢hat he had 

ome to speak naturally with his fel- 
mee the interest was tense. 

After this pleasant experience the 
president declared, I shall feel quite 
normal in all our dealings with one 
another. 

As these wdrds feN from his lips, 
the House: and Senate applauded, 
Then the gallery joined'in. Mrs. Wil- 
son, the President's daughter and oth- 
er relatives, were in the gallery. Am- 
baseador Bryce, of England, looked on 
with evident interest. So did Ambas- 
gador Jisserand, of France, ana the 
representativ: rom other nations. 

Where a fw momente before the 
event had seemed unueual, almost un- 
real, it now appeared perfectly adjuat- 
ed to conditions, and not at all dra- 
matic. The applause subsidfyg, the 
president began to read his bri mes- 
sage on the tariff.
